Once  again  it  is  my  privilege  to  place  before  you  the  Annual  Deport 
on  the  work  of  the  Port  Health  Administration  for  the  Port  of  Blyth,  for 
the  year  1973« 

As  in  preceding  years  this  report  is  presented  in  accordance  with 
the  instructions  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Heal+h  -  P"-™  p0rt  20,  and 
Circular  33/32.  Detailed  information  will  be  found  in  the  Sections  I  to 
XVI. 


The  total  number  of  vessels  which  arrived  during  the  year  was  1,101, 
including  Fishing  Vessels.  This  is  slightly  below  last  year’s  figure. 
Foreign  Vessels  trading  Foreign  and  Coastwise  numbered  186  including 
Fishing  Vessels,  which  is  a  decrease  on  last  year.  There  has  been  a 
slight  increase  in  the  number  of  arrivals  direct  from  Foreign  Ports. 

The  amount  of  Coal  and  Coke  shipped  from  the  Port  during  the  year  was 
1 , 589, 594  tonnes,  this  also  included  Bunker  Coal. 

There  has  been  a  slight  increa.se  in  the  amount  and  variety  of  imports 
from  Foreign  Ports.

Of  the  above  items  most  of  the  latter  were  ships  stores  from  vessels  arriving 
at  Hughes  Bolckows  Limited  for  breaking  up  and  the  unsatisfactory  food  was  destroyed 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Officers  of  the  Authority* 

Fish. 


Fish  landed  3*722  tonnes.  Most  of  the  fish  landed  in  the  Port  is  from  Blyth 
based  boats  which  are  mainly  cobl  e  and  seine  netters*  The  normal  catches  are 
mostly  white  fish  such  as  Cod,  Haddock,  Whiting  and  Plaice*  During  the  season 
varying  amounts  of  Salmon  and  Sea  Trout  are  caught  mainly  by  local  vessels.  A 
fair  proportion  of  the  total  catch  is  comprised  of  shellfish*  These  are  mainly 
Crabs,  Lobsters  and  Prawns*  The  demand  for  prawns  is  ever  increasing  and  many 
Scottish  vessels  concentrating  on  this  type  of  fish  use  the  Port  regularly  for  the 
landing  and  transshipment  of  their  ca.tches.  There  have  also  been  large  quantities 
of  Sprats  landed  for  transference  to  processing  plants  in  various  parts  of  the 
country.  Strict  supervision  is  observed  on.  the  landing  and  transshipment  of  these 
consignments. 

ALCAN  (U.K. )  LIMITED  - 

During  the  year  eleven  vessels  arrived  at  the  Alcan  Terminal  discharging 
62,342  tonnes  of  Alumina.  The  discharging  in  most  cases  created  a  varying  degree 
of  nuisance.  Meetings  have  been  held  at  which  members  of  the  Authority  and 
Representatives  of  Alcan  have  discussed  possible  improvements  in  the  method  of 
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discharging  hut  so  far  little  improvement  has  been  effected.  The  efficiency  of  the 
discharge  is  governed  mainly  by  the  weather  conditions  pertaining  at  the  time.  The 
only  effective  solution  to  the  problem  so  far  ha.s  been  the  complete  cessation  of 
discharging  when  inclement  weather  prevails.  Research  is  continually  being 
carried  out  with  a.  view  to  alleviating  the  situation.
